In response to very frequent calls from teachers and others engaged in 
elementary education, and in order to make their geographical series com- 
plete, the Publishers of Mitchell's Geographies have issued the present

work. It is intended as an introduction to Mitchell's Primary. In the 
preparation of it, pains have been taken, not merely to simplify the sub- 
ject, so as to bring its general principles down to the comprehension of 
very young children, but also to exclude from it that multiplicity of de- 
tails which is so burdensome and so discouraging to the young learner. 
At the same time, the book has been made attractive by a great variety 
of beautiful and suggestive engravings, and by a large number of clear 
and accurate maps. 

The great stumbling-block in teaching very young children is the a^ 
tempt to crowd several ideas at once upon their attention. Quintilian 
wisely compares a child to a bottle with a very narrow neck. If you 
attempt to pour water into it by a copious stream, your eflFort will De 
fruitless. The water is all dashed upon the ground. But if you intro* 
duce it a drop at a time, you will gradually fill the bottle. So with the 
child. What is wanted in teaching children is, not so much the use of 
mere childish words and phrases, as the presentation of one idea at a 
time. This is the essence of simplification. Care has been taken, ac- 
cordingly, in the present work, so far as possible, in constructing the

definitions and the answers, to use simple, independent sentences. In 
the construction of the questions, also, the aim has been to make each 
question such that the answer should mclude but a single feet. Thus, 
instead of asking how a state is bounded, which requires a long, com- 
plex answer, the question is, What bounds it on the north ? — ^Wliat on 
the south? — and so on. Instead of asking where a city is, or how it is 
situated, — about which a great varieiy of facts might be stated, — ^the 
question is so put that one, and only one, feet can be given in reply ; as, 
for instance. On what river is the city ? — On which side of the river? 

The work is commendea to the candid consideration of teachers, 
parents, school-directors, ana others engaged or interested in primary 
education.
